now nied, unless Commissioner Dlxon 
3lvas hit) consent to have the work go 
on after the action of tho Council last 
night. 
Attorney Goldsmith stated 


lur-t night that it was not safe to lot 
the contract under existing conditions. 
Councilman 
Shuman Insisted 
upon 


having the bids opened lust night and 
a long wrangle over this occtvrred/ It 
wns stated that certified checks ac- 
companlod tho bids and to hold them 
until a subsequent meeting would be 
unfair. 
After much talk, 
argument 


nnd more talk. Engineer Hogg stated 
that there wag n vary creditable num- 
ber ot bids II led, thnt they wore well 
prepared and to open them would be 
manifestly unfair to nil parties. 
He 


suggested that ail the bids be given 
back to th-3 parties furnishing them 
without being opened and this was 
finally agreed to. It was contended 
that n month or two later In doing the 
Kdwcrlng work might make a serious 
difference with a contractor and that 
the bids should not be opened at this 
time when it wns an impossibility to 
award thu contract. 


Cyrus Stonor, Chairman of the Or- 


dinance Committee was as mad as a 
wot hen. Last meeting night n furor 
wus ralBoiI because he did not have 
an ordinance ready to have tho fire- 
men's salary raised and last night ho 
came around -with a, long ordinance 
and the Council would not pass It but 
referred it back to the committee and 
tho solicitors. "Durncd it I'll take 
tho ordinance back again," was his 
patting sally to President Ouggan. 
But this wus not half of It. Tho old 
(.ordinance which took 30 minutes to 
road was battered back and forth over 
tho Council Chamber until It 'was al- 
most worn out 
It -was n replica of 


the present ordinance In almost,every 
detail, excepting that It provided that 
tho Dre chlot was to get $65 per month 
nnd the four paid firemen were to re- 
ceive $60 Instead of $50 per month. It 
Increased tho fire companies to four 
Instead of throe, Including tho West 
Sldo company. 


It wns argued by a number ot mem- 


bers that the newspapers would get 
too much money to print tho ordin- 
ance and that it could ho condensed 
to cover tha section granting tho In- 
crease. A whole book of law was ex- 
pounded upon the subject and every 
one got mixed up, several

and amendments twisting themselves 
In thnt tho ordinance be adopted nnd 
thnt the section bo amended.

Explorer Peary 
Says He 


Was Never Out of Sight 


of Land.

Greatest Scientific Controversy of Mod- 


•rn Times Is Now On—Cook Is An- 
gered by Assault snd -Says That 
Scientific Data Will Settle Dispute.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—The, greatest 


bclentlfic controversy of modern times 
was touched eft this morning by a tel- 
egram from Hobert K. Foary, who tills 
week reported discovering: the North 
Pole, and who makes tbJs attack upon 
the claims of Dr. Frederick A. Cook, 
that he was tho discoverer of the pole. 
Peary telegraphs from Indian Harbor, 
September S, nnd says: "Cook's story 
Srhould not bo taken 
too 
seriously. 


Two Eskimos who accompanied him 
siuy they went no distance north, not 
out of sight oi land. Other men of tho 
tribe 
corroborate 
their 
statomtmt. 


(Signed) Peary." 


Skepticism and doubt'on tho part 


of the American scientific world mani- 
fested since Dr. Cook first made hlu 
claims today buist into open demand 
that Dr. Cook como forward with hlx 
proofs or be branded an 
Impostor. 


The Cook adherents on lhe'','6ther 
hand made tho samo demand upou 
Peary. 


Peary's friends point out that Cook 


was not accompanied by any white 
men. • Tho details of Peary's refusing 
to accept Cook's claims cannot be se- 
cured at this time. Peary's followers 
also point out that Cook not being ac- 
companied by whito men, but Ignor- 
ant Eskimos which would bo but little 
help In making observations. Both 
sides make charges 
and counter- 


charges with their replies to each 
other. 


Peary has evidently seen the Eski- 


mos who accompanied Cook In viow 
of tho message received by tho United 
Proas. The fact that he says he saw 
other members of the tribe indicates 
that he knew of Cook's claims before 
ho left for tho polar regions and that 
he set out In advance to disprove 
Cook's claims.

The opening day enrollment figures 


exceed those o£ last year by .58, but 
R is impossible to strike a i'alr com- 
imrlson because Greenwood school has 
been added to tho borough. All the 
pupils have not 
yet 
been enrolled.

ing tils month and not until October 
breezes blow will practically all

them be down to work.
